made in the policy of distributing the 
national troops throughout the country. 
The policy advocated by Gen. Schofield of 
consolidating the troops at posts near the 
large cities is to be carried out as far as 
practicable. This change has been ren- 
dered necessary: by the revolution which 
has taken place in the character of the 
population of this country during the past 
quarter of a century. In former days the 
only danger of an outbreak that might call 
for the use of United States troops was 
among the Indians, but now things have 
changed. The Indians are quiet and the 
foreign scum of our great centers of popu- 
lation have taken the place of the Apaches 
as a standing menace to life and order. 
Another change that will be brought 
about owing to this strike is an increase 
in the army of the United States, the re- 
cent disturbances having shown clearly 
that the present force is inadequate. Even 
those who a few months ago would have 
strongly objected to any proposal for an 
increase in the numerical strength of the 
army are now emphatic id their declaration 
that such an increase has become an abso- 


) lute necessity. 


A force of 50,000 regular troops, of all 
arms, is not too large an army for even 
a republic—a nation of 70,000,000 of peo- 
ple—atter the lessons of the spoch in this 
country. 

Some of the strikers have enced to 
make a sneaking kind of guerilla warfare 
on the railroads—or rather on the public— 
by attempting to derail or blow up trains 
and burning bridges. A train loaded with 
troops and passengers narrowly escaped 
destruction on the Northern Pacific Rail- 


course, we are informed that the strikers 
denounce this act severely. All these 
things, we are told, are always done by 
sympathizers.” The public 
have a very strong suspicién that the 
strikers could restrain these ‘‘sympathiz- 
ers“ if they wished to, and, also, that 
many of them belong to the ranks of the 
strikers themselves. ; 

An engineer in Iowa distinguished him- 
self on Tuesday by climbing out on the 
pilot of the engine and snatching a child 
from the track at the risk of his life. 
Such men as this are not found among the 
ranks of those who are engaged in terror- 
izing their companions or destroying the 
property of their employers. But then, of 
course, they are “‘scabs’’—which distinction, 
by the way, is rapidly becoming a title 
of honor. 


JOHN f. GODPREY POST AND ONE CLARK. 


; In a spirit of patriotism worthy of vet- 
eran soldiers, John F. Godfrey Post of the 
Grand Army of the Republic (Pasadena,) 
some days since, adopted a preamble and a 
resolution, in the form of an address to 
the President and the Governor of Cali- 
fornia, couched in the following language: 
‘To His Excellency, H. H. 3 
Governor of the State of California, Sac- 
ramento, Cal., and through you to the 
President of the United States: Whereas, 
anarchy and red-handed ruin are disfigur- 
ing the face of this fair land, 

Resolved, that John F. Godfrey Post, 
No. 93, G. A. R., t of California, 
tender to you the moral, and, should the 
occasion arise, the physical support of this 
post in inforcing law and order through- 
out the country.“ 

This proper and commendable action on 
the part of the post is made the occasion, 
by one James G. Clark, a peripatetic crank 
and a singing adventurer, late of a jim-crow 
weekly Populist newspaper in Los An- 


|} geles, to write a slurring and offensive 


letter to the Pasadena Star, attacking the 
action of the Grand Army men. He char- 
acterizes the preamble as “‘lurid’’ and 
“ludicrous;” insists that there has been a 
remarkable absence of violence and law- 
that with 
some minor exceptions there has been 
no occasion whatever for the use of the 
military;” that “such use has, in most 
cases, been a needless insult to the rail- 
road men; in fact, a disturbing force;” | 
that if the veterans should come to the de- 
fense of the government in this emergency 
they would show themselves to be “‘pack- 
mules and asses;” that we owe thanks 
to the A. R. U. for the comparatively peace- 
ful manner and methods“ through which 
they have conducted to a successful is- 
sue the grandest industrial revolution in 
history,“ and so on through a column. 

The Pasadena paper publishes this man’s 
letter as one written from the revolution- 
ists’ point of view.“ But the revolution, 
in Clark's case, will all be on paper. He 
is only striking with his mou 
other strikers to persist in a course that 
can have but one ending, namely, resist- 
ance to law and consequent punishment 
and suffering, in which he, the said Clark, 
will take care not to become involved. 

This man is not qualified to criticise and 
contemn the action of a post of veteran 
soldiers of the grand army of the Union; 
his caliber is small, his weight too light. 
With all the world before him, when to 
choose for many years, he has no tight grip 
on anything save the crank of a Populist 
“organ,” through which he grinds out the 
thinnest, kind of pabulum for the slimmest 
kind of suckers. Like the rank and file 
of the ‘‘ne’er-do-wells,"* this lecturer of 
statesmen; this teacher of Supreme judges,

spirit that has been running riot in Sacra- 
mento—an army with guns and banners 18 
on the ground; and already the leaders of 
anarchy, who never intended any harm,” 
are purring as gently as sucking doves 
that this intelligent and orderly commun- 
ity needed no such restraint, But what of 
the lecture above named by the said 
Clark—a lecture that will not be re- 
peated while Judge Ross is smelling out 
treason and a military detachment is in 
our borders. What of “Dr.” Ravlin, who 
invoked and finally provoked and defied 
a spirit in whose presence he has suddenly 
become as gentle as a lamb (after going 
to jail,) while his hair is awfully on end, 
and he is declaring that he “sever said 
it.“ Will crowds of fairly-intelligent peo- 
ple longer follow this ranting fanatic, as 
his tongue has so far run away with him 
that, charged with inciting to riot, he had 
to be summoned before the court. 

And the Hon.,“ Rev., Prof.“ Bow- 
man, the pastor of The Church of the 
New Era,” the Populist nominee for Con- 
gress, the ex-Methodist minister, the ex- 
spiritual lecturer, the  self-nominated 
leader of cranks and soreheads, the man 
without a legitimate job, the recent leader 
of a gang of local boycotters, who eke’ out 
a miserable subsistence by playing on the 
whims and the prejudices of the dis- 
gruntled, and peddling recipes for the mil- 
lenium — this man without a country,” 
without a constituency, without a calling— 
dear sir, Judge Ross has also heard of 
you, and he may take steps to make your 
acquaintance. 

Gentlemen—three of you—diffident teach- 
ers of the world’s great leaders, modest 
reconstructors of the world’s civilization, 
competent managers of national and great 
personal affairs, though you have none 
of your own to manage; professional agi- 
tators who live from the prejudices you in- 
flame and the false hopes which you stim- 
ulate—take your cue from discretion, that 
better part of valor, and sing low, for a 
Awhile, as there is in our midst one high in 
‘civil authority, who knows anarchy when 
he sees it, though it wear the garb of 
the pulpit and hum the tunes of the sanc- 
tuary. And, furthermore, there are loaded 
rifles in the neighborhood, and the smell 
of powder is disagreeable. 


STRONGER LAWS NEEDED. 


The latest accession to the ranks of the 
Anarchists in this country is an English- 
man named Mowbray, who has been ar- 
rested in London upwards of a dozen 
times for inciting breaches of the peace 
by making anarchistic speeches. This in- 
teresting gentleman has arrived in New 
York and promptly took out his first cit- 
izenship papers in New Jersey. He has 
opened headquarters in New York and 
openly proclaims his intention of estab- 
lishing an anarchistic propaganda in this 
country. 

If, after the lessons of the past few 
weeks, the authorities of New York, Chi- 
cago and other large cities continue to per- 
mit such men as this, and Most and a 
of others to preach murder and vio- 


‘Yence without hindrance, then it is cer- | 


tainly time that the national government 
should step in and put its foot down on 
these wretches. The trouble with our 
present systems of government—state, mu- 
nicipal and federal—is that under the 


present laws they cannot quickly enough 


assert themselves against people who 
openly advocate lawlessness and violence. 
Our laws were good enough at “the time 
they were framed, when such a thing 
as anarchy had not ben heard of in this 
country, but we have since imported that 
luxury, ng other things, from Europe, 
and it is high time that laws were framed 
to deal with such cases. The moment 
a man gets up and begins to openly preach 
violence he should be arrested and placed 
where he will have ample time to reflect 
on the error of his ways.‘ If this is pa- 
ternalism, then by aM means let us have 
a little paternalism. It is certainly pref- 
erable to anarchy, and that is what we 
shall come to before long unless a way is 
found to close the mouths of these 
wretches. 

Another law which, as we stated 
a few days ago, must be placed upon 
the statute books without delay, is 
one which will more plainly define 
conspiracy and subject those who en- 
gage in conspiracy of any kind to severe 
punishment. With such a law a disturb- 
ance Vike that which has tied up the 
whole country for the past few weeks 
could be checked at the very outset. 
There would be nothing in such a law 
to which any good citizen, whether he be 
workingman or capitalist, could reason- 
ably object. At the same time it would 
be of vast benefit to the majority of the 
workingmen, making it impossible for a 
few of their companions to tyrannize over 
them by forcing them to go out on a 
strike against their will.

CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY. : 
Three Santa Fe Section Hands Before Com- 
missioner Van Dyke. 
_ United States Commissioner Van Dyke 
held a preliminary examination yesterday 
into the case against Thomas Rutledge, 
Mike Kelly and Thomas Farley, three sec- 
tion hands who were charged with haying 


purpose of impeding the passage of the 
United States mails and interstate com- 
merce at Point of Rocks, a section and 
pumping station, about twenty-one miles 
this side of Barstow, in San Bernardino 
county. 

The United States Attorney appeared to 
conduct the prosecution, while the defend- 
ants were represented by Messrs. Phibbs, 
Marble and C. C. Stephens. } 

It was shown on behalf of the govern- 
ment that on July 9 last a young marine 
engineer named J. G. Lewis, was sent 
down by the railroad officials to Point of 
Rocks for the purpose of running the sta- 
tionery engine used for pumping water 


the pump had not been worked for some 
days on account of the strike, only four 
feet of water remained in the tank, and 
that, as every time an engine drew from 
it, the water was 4owered a foot, it was 
necessary that it should be filled up again. 
That when Lewis arrived at the pumping 
station, he found all the. tools necessary 
for the purpose of adjusting the machin- 
ery had been taken away. That when he 
announced his business to the defendants 
and another section hand, they all threat- 
ened and abused him, their language being 
‘to the effect that “any man who would 
take another’s place at a time Jike that 
was a —— —— — —— of a ‘scab,’ and 
ought to be killed.“ That the place was 
populated by a colony of ten railroad men, 
exclusively, and was an isolated spot, far 
from any other human habitation, and 
assistance in case of need. That the de- 
fendants undoubtedly tried to intimidate 
Lewis and prevent him from filling said 
tank, and that they had been employed by 
the Southern California Railway Company, 
but were then on a strike. 
Only three witnesses were examined for 
the government, viz.: A. B. Cox and F. 
H. McDonald, the deputy marshals who ar- 
rested the defendants, and Lewis, the en- 
gineer. 
At the conclusion of their testimony 
Mr. Marble moved for a dismissal of the 
case, upon the ground that the evidence 
was entirely insufficient to warrant their 
being held to answer to the charge against 
them, but the motion was denied. 
Each of the defendants, thereupon, ‘took 
the stand in his own behalf, and denied 
specifically and flatly Having used the lan- 
guage sworn to by Lewis, or having in 
any manner conspired or attempted to in- 
terfere with the passage of trains at Point 
of Rocks. 

Kelly, who was the oldest of the trio, 
testified that he had a wife and five chil- 
dren; that he and his family lived in the 
section-house, and boarded the rest of the 
gang. He denied that he had ever quit 
working for the Southern California Rail- 
way Company, and claimed that he was 
laid off on July 3 last. : 

Upon cross-examination, however, he re- 
luctantly admitted that he was not willing 
to go to work so long as the others were 
not, but insisted that he did not care 
whether Lewis came to work the pump at 
Point of Rocks or not. He had heard that 
trains were tied up on the Atlantic and 
Pacific road, but did not know where. 

Rutledge, the section foreman, a little 
man with a pronounced Hibernian brogue, 
swore positively that he did not even know 
the meaning of the word cab.“ He was 
compelled to admit, however, that he had 
quit work on July 4 last because he 
‘wanted to boycott Pullman,“ and that 


admitted that in spite of the fact that he 
had not worked for the railroad company 
for two weeks, he and his family had con- 
tinued to live in the company’s property 
without paying rent, and considered he had 
a right to do so until the company sent 
another man out to take his place. 

The defendant Farley, who was a mere 
boy, testified to the effect that he had 
deen discharged by Rutledge on the last 
day of June, but that he and his mother 
still lived at the section-house. He denied 
emphatically that he used or heard any one 
else use such language as Lewis had tes- 
tified to, when the latter arrived at Point 
of Rocks. : 

At the close of the evidence Mr. Marble 
renewed his motion to dismiss the case; 
claiming that as a matter of law he be- 
lieved these men had a right to strike, so 
long as they did not interfere with the 
-operation of the road, and the fact that 
they had not disabled the pumping ma- 
chinery or emptied the tank, as they might 
have done, showed that they had no inten- 
tion of doing anything illegal. 

Commissioner Van Dyke stated that he 
would not pass upon this question off- 
hand, but would take the matter under ad- 
visement, the defendants meanwhile being 
| remanded to the County Jail.

- Be Stationed in This City Perma- 
nently—General Routine 
Business. 


The board of directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce met yesterday afternoon at 
3:15 o’clock. There were present Directors 
Forman, Jones, Klokke, Mullen, Freeman, 
McGarvin, Graff, Parsons, King, Lanker- 
shim, Cohn, Jevne. President Freeman oc- 
cupied the chair. 

George Mason and Simon Reinhart were 
elected to membership. 

A communication was read from W. L. 

Merry of San Francisco, asking the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to telegraph to Washing- 
ton, urging the Calffornia representatives 
to call up the Nicaragua Canal Bill and 
get it passed thls session if possible, simi- 
lar action having been taken already by 
all the principal chambers of commerce 
and boards of trade on the Coast. 
secretary was authorized to telegraph to 
our Senators and Representatives as re- 
quested. 
A communication was read Wan a San 
Francisco manufacturer, asking whether it 
‘wotftd be possible to secure a subsidy in 
case his establishment was moved to this 
city: It was moved and carried that en- 
couragement or material aid could’ not be 
offered to propositions of an indefinite 
character, and that the board did not, as 
a rule, favor the policy of offering subsi- 
dies to manufacturers.
